Rifle Range, belonging to the Mass- 
achusetts Rifle Association, must 
have been in existence many years 
prior to that date. 

In 1887, shortly before my seventh 
birthday, my father, George Frank- 
hn Hosmer, purchased eleven acres 
of land in Woburn, and moved his 
family there from Lynn. He later 
bought other land» making a total 
of about ‘thirty acres. One of the 
original parcels was’ located on the 
northerly side of Salem St., about 
half-way between the Walnut Hill 
E.R, Station and the Cedar Street 
School house. North of this land 
(and possibly extending beyond the 
Wilmington Line) was the property 
of the Mass, Rifle Association. This 
reached from Salem St. by a right- 
of-way over a strip of my father’s 
land. In 188% Father sold this strip 
to the Association, reserving a right- 
of-way over the same strip in order 
to facjlitate entry to other parts of 
his own land. A part of the price in 
this transaction, was a life-member- 
ship in the Association for my 
brother, George Leonard Hosmer, 
then 14 years old. He was, perhaps, 
the youngest member of the Asso- 
ciation, but an_ excellent “shot”. He 
later becatne Professor of Geodesy 
at Mass. Institute: of Technology 
and taught for 37 years fintil shortly 
before his death in 1935. One of his 
daughters is Dr. Miriam J, Hosmer, 
of Wilmington,

A DISCUSSION OF THE: 
ROTARY TALENT SEARCH 


Harold Luther, the Merchandising 
Manager of the Boston Fish Pier, 
for the General Foods Corporation, 
spoke to the Wilmington. Rotary 
Club, at its weekly luncheon, on 
Dec, 26th, Mr. Luther spoke on the 
Search for Talent, by the Wilming- 
ton Rotary Park, Inc. 


Merchandising any product, or ar-

1. Tt-has to be a product for which 
there is need. 

2. It has to have a price which is 
reasonable for that »proaucr, 

3eIt must be so distributed so as 
to be~available to would be pur- 
chasers, 

4. It must be advertised, so that 
the purchasers know the product. 

Most products which are ‘distri- 
buted under the four articles of this 
plan sell, said Mr. Luther, Many 
products, which do not sell, are 
found to be deficient in one way or 
another of these four items, or to 
have an improper application of 
these items. 

He cited a case of a product which 
twas made to sell at $2 per unit 
wholesale. It was a good product, 
but, because it had not been adver- 
tised properly at the beginning, sales 
lagged, because the consumer did 
not know of the product, The man- 
agement then wrongly evaluated 
their troubles, and, simultaneously 
began to (a) cut their wholesale 
prices, and (b) advertise heavily. 
Their wholesale price was cut from 
$2 to $1.90, and then, to $1.85, and 
then to $1.80. Naturally, under these 
successive price cuts, the retailers 

iid not want to buy, because, they 
argued, why should we pay $1.80 to-

retailers refused to stock up on the 
product. At the same time, there 
was a reaction to the advertising, 
because the company began to gc 
letters saying, “We want to buy 
your product, but the stores in our 
neighborhood do not carry it, What 
do we do now? 

Affother example, of which Mr. 
Luther spoke, was the cigarette 
trade. This is a product which the 
people want, and in which the price 
seems to be all right, It is available 
in every hamlet in the United States, 
is well advertised, and sells well, It 
fulfills all the conditions, 

Wilmington Rotary. Park, Inc., 
with its Talent Search, has a pro- 
duct to sell, said Mr, Luther, one 
that qualifies very well, in this mer- 
chandising scale, 

1, The product is an excellent one. 
Talent shows, as apart from Ama- 
teur Shows, are wonderful things 
in themselves, and can lead to still 
better things. The Community Opti- 
cians, who have a similar show every 
week on TV, have on an average 30U 
applicants to participate in such a 
show each week. This show, of the 
Rotary Park, Inc, is nothing to be 
ashamed of, nothing to apoligize for. 
There is, already, a long list of ap- 
plicants who wish to try out, with 
this show. To win, any week, on this 
show, will probably mean a chance
